Our era could accurately be called the age at re 
search. The scientist and the laboratory loom ever 
larger in the growth and development of American 
enterprise. 

Industrial research, has several primary objec 
tives. One is to discover new and valuable products 
and services. Another, is to better existing products 
and services. And a third' Is to find ways to cut the 
cost of supplying products and services — which, of 
course, means savings to the consumer. 

A reeent report* from the Association of American 
Railroads offers an excellent example of the fruits of 
research. This organization 'finds that 55 specific re- 
search projects it undertook on behalf of the railroad 
industry have resulted in savings of $100,000,000 a year 
— and that the total savings for the life of the 55 proj- 
ects will come to $1,000,000,000 or more. The associa- 
tion, and individual railroads and railway equipment 
manufacturers, are carrying on many research proj- 
ects which are not included In those figures. 

Any one can see the, importance of such economies 
In the light of the railroads' efforts to meet rising 
labor and material costs with the least possible in- 
crease in rates and fares. And,- as a spokesman said, 
*' . . . perhaps even more important are the new peaks 
in railroad safety and operating efficiency which re- 
search has made possible." 

* * * 

Sen Source of Protein 

Americans are hearty meat eaters. We consume 
65,000,000 pounds of it every day— enough to fill 2500 
railroad refrigerator cars. Our annual per capila 
consumption is 7G pounds, which is well ahead of 
most other countries. 

Yet there arc nations which eat far more meat 
than we do. To take the extreme example, the aver- 
age citizen of Argentina, a country whose economy 
has Jong been largely based on cattle, puts away 2-48 
pounds of beef each year. 

Many authorities think that within the next 10 
years American beef consumption can and should rise 
to perhaps double -the current level. The American 
National Cattlemen's Association is now engaged in 
a nation-wide beef promotion program, and packers 
and retailers are cooperating. The program's theme 
Is, "Beef is your best source of protein." 

That is much more 'than just an attractive slogan. 
It's a matter of scientific fact. One of the major dis- 
coveries of recent years in the tfietd of dietetics is that 
beef, because, of its high protein content, contributes 
greatly to the mental and physical health and vigor of 
"individuals. It also has been found valuable in aiding 



the treatment -and recovery of people suffering from 
many forms of illness. And It is a food which the .av- 
erage person can cat an6e or more a day and still find 
palatable. . 

Whatever Increase In demand* for beef and -other . 
meats come in the • future will greatly benefit the 
farmer, and our great meat Industry is prepared to 

handle It.. . '

Going All-Ouf 

The New York Times recently featured an article 
under the byline of J. H. Carmlcnl which said this: 
"The major oil companies are, going all-out to give 
*he American motorist a. better-quality gasoline .... 
Virtually every large refining company has introduced 
a new motor fuel that is supposed to give up to 25 
per cent more power and 8 to 10 per cent more road 
mileage . . . The Improved gasoline has been brought 
out after .the expenditure of millions of dollars In re- 
search and hundreds of millions In processing equip- 
ment." 

Mr. Carmlcat explained that the improvement Is 
obtained by rearranging gasoline's molecules, which 
results in a product with a higher octane reading, 

This development U of direct 'interest to the auto 
mobile owner, who naturally wants gas that will give 
him more performance and mileage oer gallon, .It 
also balds a significance of a very different kind, in 
that It illustrates just how competitive the oil business 
Is. Men and companies don't spend huge sums of 
money for any purpose Just for the fun of it They 
spend Jt because competition forces 'them to try to give 
the customer more for his money. The concern which 
falls to keep up In this march of "progress dies/' 

What Is true of gasoline, is true of the thousand 
and one products that originate in crude oil, No one 
has a monopoly. And the business goes to those who 
do the best job.
